The Criminal Investigative Division (CID) concurs with

Members of the HRT who will engage in this operation 
have made two advance trips to Arizona in which they have worked 
out the arrest details for this operation in coordination with 
the Arizona SWAT team. This operation will necessitate the 
travel of the following HRT personnel: The HRT Advance Team, 
consisting of 5 individuals, will depart Washington, D.C., on 
December 3, 1986, via commercial aircraft. At the time it is 
determined that additional members of the HRT are needed to 
arrest the members of the Arizona Patriots, Phoenix will submit a 
request to FBIHQ for the additional HRT personnel.
